Israelis, Palestinians trade 
fire as conflict intensifies

caza city Rockets and shells crisscrossed the skies over south- 
ern Israel and Gaza on Thursday as Palestinian militants con- 
tinued rocket attacks on Israeli civilians and Israel pounded 
what it called terror sites. 

Israel reported three people were killed, and Palestinians 
reported 19 deaths, including at least three killed late Thurs- 
day. Hamas gave conflicting information as to how many of 
them were Hamas militants. 

At least 300 rockets from Gaza have been fired into Israel 
since “Operation Pillar of Defense” began Wednesday, the 
Israeli military said. Israel’s Iron Dome defense system has 
intercepted 130 of them, the Israel Defense Forces said. The 
al-Qassam Brigade, Hamas’ military arm, said on its Twitter 
feed that it had shot 527 projectiles at Israel in that time.

raeli city with more than 200,000 residents just south of Tel 
Aviv, the IDF said. 

Air sirens went off inside and outside the Israeli Defense 
Ministry in Tel Aviv. The building was briefly evacuated, and 
employees were allowed back in when the sirens stopped. An 
explosion was heard far off in the distance. 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu was in the 
building at the time of the evacuation, ministry officials said. 

Israel has targeted more than 300 “terror sites” in Gaza, 
the IDF said. The military said it targeted scores of “medium- 
and long-range rocket launch and infrastructure sites across 
the Gaza Strip.” The Israeli navy has taken aim at targets 
along Gaza’s shoreline, the IDF said. 

Sources with Hamas, which controls the government in 
Gaza, and Palestinian Islamic Jihad said that more than 140 
strikes had hit Gaza. 

The al-Qassam Brigade said its operatives downed a mili- 
tary drone east of Gaza. An Israeli military spokeswoman 
told CNN that no IDF aircraft was shot down.

CTA officials abruptly postponed the sched- 
uled noon release of the transit agency’s 2013 
budget Thursday, citing progress in negotia- 
tions with its unions on possible savings of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

CTA president Forrest Claypool was par- 
ticipating in contract talks that intensified 
Wednesday and moved into Thursday, CTA 


spokesman Brian Steele said. 

Claypool had warned that fare increases and 
service cuts would be inevitable this past summer 
if the CTAs bus driver and rail operator unions 
did not give in to his call for contract reforms. 

The unions refused to negotiate away labor 
rules that have been in place for decades. 

Claypool said he subsequently found “one- 
time savings” to fill the budget hole and prevent 
the fare hikes and service cuts this year. But he 
cautioned that such savings would not be avail- 
able in 2013 to bail out the agency. 

The last CTA fare hike was in 2009, when 
base fares increased 25 cents-50 cents, to $2 on 


buses and $2.25 on trains. 

The CTA faced a $277 million deficir in its 
2012 operating budget. The agency haa planned 
to eliminate the red ink thramph internal belt 
tightening and reductions in management ancl 
administrative staff, as well as work cule chang, 
es for unionized employees that were projected 
to save the transit agency 3% oullion this year 
and $160 million in 2013. 

But the Amalgamated Transit Union, which 
represents the majority of CTA workers, has 
declined to accept the changes,

BP to pay $4. 5B in oil spill case 


iz NEW YORK BP will plead guilty to man- 

slaughter charges as a result of the 2010 
Deepwater Horizon explosion and oil spill 
in the Gulf of Mexico, and has agreed to pay 
$4.5 billion in government penalties, Attorney 
General Eric Holder announced Thursday. 

Of the penalties, $4 billion will resolve crimi- 
nal charges. An additional $525 million will be 
paid to resolve claims by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission that BP lied to investors 
about the amount of oil flowing into the Gulf. 

Separate from the corporate manslaughter 
charges, a federal grand jury returned an indict- 
ment charging the two highest-ranking BP su- 
pervisors on board the Deepwater Horizon on 
the day of the explosion with 23 criminal counts. 
The two men were charged with seaman’s man- 
slaughter and involuntary manslaughter for 
each of the 11 men killed in the blast, as well as a 
criminal violation of the Clean Water Act. 

The grand jury also charged BP’s second- 
highest ranking representative at the compa- 


ny’s unified command post with hiding infor- 
mation from Congress and allegedly lying to 
law enforcement officials. 

The company also will plead guilty to a felony 
count of obstruction of Congress, a misdemean- 
or count under the Clean Water Act and a misde- 
meanor count under the Migratory Bird Treaty.

Is the end of 
Twinkies near? 


A standoff between Hostess Brands Inc. and 
thousands of its bakery workers was heading 
for a showdown Thursday as both sides de- 
clared they would not bend and were set to 
accept the demise of the historic maker of 
Twinkies and Wonder Bread. 

The bankrupt company is on its last legs, 
according to management, and said Thurs- 
day it would ask a bankruptcy court Friday 
for permission to liquidate unless workers at 
Hostess plants across the country returned to 
work by 5 p.m. 

Members of the Bakery, Confectionery, 
Tobacco Workers and Grain Millers Interna- 
tional Union went on strike Nov. 9 to protest 
8 percent pay cuts and other health care and 
pension concessions sought by the company. 

The strike has severely hindered perfor- 
mance at about one-third of the company’s 36 
bakeries, company officials said.

Perhaps on some level, people fix- 
ated on the Kristen Stewart/Robert 
Pattinson offscreen drama because 
nothing in “The Twilight Saga” burns 
as strongly or clearly as infidelity. 

Yes, there’s the totally monumen- 
tal love between vampire Edward 
(Pattinson) and former human/new 
vampire Bella (Stewart). Yet the films 
based on Stephenie Meyer’s books 
almost always have failed to fill in 
details about anything other than the complicated yearning 
between two beings challenged by mythical urges. There’s 
little story left in “Breaking Dawn— Part 2,” yet the film 
possesses more backstory than writer Melissa Rosenberg can 
possibly articulate. 

Nevermind that the primary conflict in the voiceover- 
heavy “BDP2” revolves around an assumed misunderstand- 
ing and the hope that there’s enough time for Edward and 
Bella’s daughter, Renesmee (Mackenzie Foy), to touch the 
face of Volturi leader Aro (Michael Sheen). The film, already 
crowded with family and friends who barely contribute, adds 
something like 20 to 30 new characters. Several of them 
appear, say or do nothing, and depart as if it’s a big deal. 

It’s pretty difficult to care which vampires may have their 
heads yanked off like a twisted kid’s Pez dispenser when 
you're constantly thinking, “Who is that again?” or “What’s 
up with that old guy who kind of looks like Bill Nighy?” 
And, “Does anyone actually think ‘paralyzing vapor’ looks 
intimidating?” 

Fortunately, the space fillers include great actors like Lee 
Pace and Wendell Pierce, and a lighthearted opening section 
helps “BDP2” move quicker than most of its predecessors.

(“Eclipse” remains the series’ best by far.) As Bella adapts 
to her new vampire instincts, which include increased 
waterfall-hopping abilities and an insatiable craving for the 
stubbly deliciousness of human mountain climber, the film 
becomes almost playful. The same goes for Bella arm-wres- 
tling with Emmett (Kellan Lutz) and Edward telling Bella 
that, yes, vampires don’t need to sleep, and that’s why their 
beds are not for sleeping. They later suggest that conflict- 
free vampire life consists of a perpetual sex-a-thon. Hubba 
hubba. 

It’s still hard for viewers to immerse themselves in a world 
with such poor special effects, and “BDP2” enhances its soap 
opera corniness without intensifying the feelings. Jacob’s 
(forever-terrible Taylor Lautner) involuntarily imprinting his 
werewolf DNA, or whatever the hell that process entails, on 
Renesmee remains crazy creepy. 

The finale suggests the entire franchise probably could 
have been condensed to one or two movies and been a lot 
better off. Instead, a massively hyped series comes to an end 
without making much of an impression in four years and five 
movies. Clearly time flies even when we're not having any fun.

Kristen Stewart 
has few regrets

It’s been five years since Kristen Stewart 
was plucked from supporting player/indie- 
film obscurity and thrust into the spotlight 
as the female face of the “Twilight” fran- 
chise. Five years and, as of this month, five 
films will have passed, as Stewart grew from 
someone the New York Times labeled “a 
sylph with a watchful, sometimes wary gaze” 
into the 22-year-old named by Forbes as “the 
highest-paid actress in Hollywood” — earning 
$34.5 million, according to estimates. 

“Those are pretty formative years,” the 
“Twilight” muse muses. “It is a little strange, if 
you think about it, growing up on camera like 
this. But I don’t think about it.” 

She can’t put her finger on how she’s 
changed as an actress, either. 

“If nothing else, I should have gotten bet- 
ter at picking up and putting down a lot of my 
inhibitions. It’s all about being impulsive and 
doing things that move you. I think I dropped 
a lot of fears over the course of these films. 
But I picked a few up, too. And those new 
fears could be interesting to watch down the 
road. Or not interesting at all.” 

She is guarded, as someone who has gath- 
ered the shrieks of teen-fan approval, as well 
as the condemnations of teen fans upset when 
she was caught cheating on her “Twilight” co- 
star and off-camera beau, Robert Pattinson. 


The “characteristic hesitancy” that New York 
Daily News critic Elizabeth Weitzman noted 
in her acting is her off-camera persona as well. 

But Stewart, who apologized to fans over 
her indiscretion and apparently has reunited 
with Pattinson, is letting it all roll off her back 
—the fan sniping, the critical spanking the 
“Twilight” movies have endured, being the 
most widely impersonated actress of her gen- 
eration in horror spoofs on TV and in movies. 

Her goal, Stewart says, is to avoid becoming 
a self-conscious actress, to keep the spontane- 
ity in her work. 

“I find that as soon as you start consider- 
ing ‘the fame thing’—over-thinking the ca- 
reer and all—you’re putting yourself outside 
of yourself and you start to worry about how 
youre perceived. You worry about how some 
part you play or how something you say is go- 
ing to land,” she said. “I can’t do my job if I 
do that.” 

Stewart says she’s “relieved” that the five- 
film series is finally over. “If I say I’m excited 
the experience is complete, it’s only because I 
don’t have that responsibility weighing on me 
anymore. A typical movie, you've got a five- 
week or even five-month commitment. This 
was five years. I’m going to miss that ‘I won- 
der how the wedding will look,’ or ‘I wonder 
what I’ll have to do in the birth scene.’ Hope- 
fully, I will find that feeling in other projects.”

Now that Bella (Kristen Stewart) has deliv- 
ered vampire baby Renesmee, Dr. Carlisle 
Cullen (Peter Facinelli) is officially a grand- 
father.

Lautner won't miss 
stripping for ‘Twilight’

It’s well known that Taylor Lautner has dealt 
with the physical aspects of playing a were- 
wolf for the “Twilight” movies, but he also has 
been required to do some very delicate acting. 

In “The Twilight Saga: Breaking Dawn— 
Part 1,” Jacob (Lautner) imprinted on Bella 
and Edward’s new baby, Renesemee. It might 
sound dirty, but it just means the werewolf in 
him will always be there to keep Renesemee 
safe. In “The Twilight Saga: Breaking Dawn— 
Part 2”—the saga’s finale—Lautner had to 
find the line between Jacob really caring for 
the young girl and not coming across as creepy. 

“I was worried about it. We were very for- 
tunate to have Stephenie Meyer, the author, 
on set with us on these last two movies, and I 
definitely had conversations with her,” Laut- 
ner said. “She basically told me, ‘Stop over- 
complicating it.’ It’s a lifelong bond between 
two people. At this point the girl is 10 years 
old, so it’s more of a protective thing, like a 
brother/sister. And that’s really all it is.” 

There was a more awkward moment in 
filming the finale.

To help explain Bella’s transformation to 
her father, Charlie (Billy Burke), Jacob strips 
down and changes in front of him into a were- 
wolf.

the first “Twilight” film. 

“I was so focused for that year. I had my eye 
on one goal and there were a lot of things I 
had to do in order to get there, but I wasn’t 
going to let anything happen,” Lautner said. 
“I’m thinking back to every day in that gym. 
Every burger patty that was shoved down my 
throat. Every protein shake. It was worth it.” 

That is an understatement. Lautner went 
from a scrawny 16-year-old kid from Michi- 
gan with a handful of minor credits to being 
one of the biggest box office draws in recent 
years, especially if you don’t count the weak 
reception to his starring role in the 2011 film 
“Abduction.” 

Although he jokes that he can’t remember 
the first time he met co-star Robert Pattin- 
son, Lautner says the biggest thing he takes 
away from the movies is a deep friendship 
with Pattinson and Kristen Stewart. 

“They're some of my best friends and that 
won't go away at all. It will be more difficult 
because we don’t have the excuse to spend 
months and months, day after day, with each 
other,” Lautner said. “But our friendships will 
go on forever.”

With a string of well-written and dazzling movies, it seemed like 
Pixar could do no animation wrong. But the company’s latest ef- 
fort shows it isn’t perfect. The animation still is amazing, but an 
ill-conceived story leaves this production as appealing as a two- 
leaf clover. The animation is eye-popping; The animals look so 
real it’s almost impossible to tell whether they are animated or 
filmed. Each background is a beautiful tapestry of earth tones 
that give the movie an inviting warmth. The visuals are far more 
stunning in 2-D; the 3-D does little except to muddle the color. 
Sadly, the character designs lack any originality. 


Lauren Greenfield’s hugely entertaining documen- 
tary started as the story of timeshare billionaire 
David Siegel’s efforts to build the biggest house in 
Orlando, Fla., for his aging trophy wife, Jackie; but 
then the recession hit, and Greenfield’s movie be- 
came about the Siegels adjusting to being merely 
rich instead of filthy rich. “The Queen of Versailles” 
lets viewers enjoy the fantasy of wealth while 
watching a couple of fat cats suffer, but it’s also fairly 
sympathetic to the Siegels, who both came from 
modest backgrounds, became wildly successful and 
then found themselves at the mercy of an unten- 
able social and financial system they helped enable.

Just your average 
rock star road trip 
Holocaust revenge tale 


Fifty-year-old former 
rock star Cheyenne 
(Sean Penn) still 
dresses like The 
Cure’s Robert Smith 
and can’t tell if he’s 
bored or depressed 
with his mundane 
life in Ireland. His activities include regular 
conversations over bad coffee with a friend, 
Mary (Eve Hewson, Bono’s daughter), and 
losing to his wife, Jane (Frances McDor- 
mand), in a handball game they play in their 
waterless pool because it’s more fun than 
swimming. As far as personal or global his- 
tory, Cheyenne knows only “in a general sort 
of way” about both the Holocaust and the 
father he hasn’t seen in 30 years. 

So discovering that his recently deceased 
dad spent much of his life attempting to hunt 
down the Nazi war criminal who persecuted 
him in Auschwitz creates a sudden quest for 
Cheyenne: He goes back on tour, except this 
time he’s traversing the US. solo, hoping to 
complete the mission of vengeance his dad 
never could. 

Is this all bold or just questionable? “This 
Must Be the Place” frequently switches 
back and forth between an original, offbeat 
exploration of guilt and a mellower, slowed- 
down blend of Wes Anderson/Coen brothers 
sensibilities. The Coens would love Mordecai 
(Judd Hirsch), a so-called legend at flushing

out Nazi war criminals. Anderson would 
recognize writer-director Paolo Sorrentino’s 
fondness for picturesque framing, and Chey- 
enne’s unique outsider perspective, which 
Penn perfectly encapsulates. 

Immensely entertaining and occasion- 
ally very moving (particularly in Cheyenne’s 
scenes with Rachel [Kerry Condon], a wait- 
ress and single mother in New Mexico), the 
movie offers several priceless moments. They 
range from Cheyenne advising an elevator 
full of women on lipstick to the ex-rocker, 
after Jane tells him MTV wants him to do 
an appearance, asking “Why is Lady Gaga 
....” trailing off as if to question if someone 
more current isn’t available. Or maybe he’s 
just generally asking “Why is Lady Gaga?” 
something everyone should eventually ask 
themselves. 

That bizarre examination fits into a weird, 
affecting film that could tone down the quirk 
but hits the issue of self-worth right on the 
head. Cheyenne can’t believe his friend, 
Jeffery Simon Delaney), does so well with 
women; Jeffery insists it’s all about curios- 
ity and time. In reality, he doesn’t ask “Why 
me?” or even “Why not me?” He dares to go 
with it and hopes for the best.

The last time director 
Joe Wright (“‘Atone- 
ment,” “Hanna”) 
teamed with Keira 
Knightley on an 
adaptation of clas- 
sic literature (“Pride 
and Prejudice”), she 
scored a best actress Oscar nod. Not going 
to happen this time. In Wright’s take on Leo 
Tolstoy’s r9th-century novel “Anna Karenina,” 
Knightly struggles to believably convey the 
title character’s tragic decisions and grandly 
emotional behavior. As Anna trades one Alexei 
for another, her throw-caution-to-the-wind 
lust for Count Alexei Vronsky (Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson) fails to come across as all-consuming 
and irresistible—despite Anna’s disinterest in 
her older husband, Alexei Karenin (Jude Law), 
and his bald spot that’s not getting any smaller. 
Written by Tom Stoppard (“Shakespeare in 
Love”), this not-very-Russian “Anna Karenina” 
features a distracting and confusing approach 
that turns what’s happening into theater. 
Stoppard gets little from Levin’s (Domhnall 
Gleeson) unrelenting feelings for Kitty (Alicia

Vikander), who goofily calls her past behavior 
young and stupid just a few months later. The 
movie also could have paid more attention to 
political subtext and what Karenin has sup- 
posedly done for Russia while dropping some 
redundant interactions seemingly included to 
maximize the number of times characters are 
called “your excellency.” 

Considering the cultural double standard of 
slut shaming and the perennial issue of women 
fighting for equal footing in a man’s world, 
“Anna Karenina” of course maintains its punch 
as a tale of disproportionate responses to in- 
fidelity and temptation. Yet the feelings don’t 
shout as loudly as the characters in a film that’s 
closer to Cary Fukunaga’s decent “Jane Eyre” 
than Andrea Arnold’s breathless adaptation of 
“Wuthering Heights,” opening Nov. 30. 

Maybe it’s time to focus on coming up with 
new classics instead of constantly returning to 
the old ones?

Jennifer Lawrence and 
Bradley Cooper in 
a ‘Silver Linings Playbook’ 


Wow, joke’s not on 
comedy’s subjects 


I don’t love the 
title. Yet I’m highly 
in favor of almost 
everything else about 
“Silver Linings Play- 
book,” which turns 
grief and mental ill- 
ness into rich fodder 
for warmth, connection and comedy. 
That’s not a stretch for writer-director 
David O. Russell (Flirting with Disaster,” 
“I Heart Huckabees,” “The Fighter”), who’s 
experienced in the chaos and laughs that can 
come from family members being themselves 
and trying to get their lives on track away 
from parents and siblings. 
Pat (Bradley Cooper) has just arrived at 
his parents’ place in Philadelphia after eight 
months in a psychiatric facility; he thinks the 
wife who sold their house and left will take 
him back if he gets in shape and proves his 
new, positive outlook. That’s easier said than 
done. She’s taken out a restraining order and 
Pat, who reiterates “I’m better” as if that will 
be enough to convince his family that he is, 
admits that he has no filter. If there’s an el- 
ephant in the room, Pat’s always pointing to it. 
Enter Tiffany (Jennifer Lawrence), who 
just lost her job and her husband. She and Pat 
develop a tenuous friendship based on both 
their familiarity with medication and their 
sense of lingering on the fringes of society 
and stability. Believing that everything trou- 
bling should be dealt with at all times, Pat

constantly mentions Tiffany’s late husband. 
He still panics, though, whenever he hears 
Stevie Wonder’s “My Cherie Amour,” his 
wedding song that also was playing when 
he walked in on his wife and another man 
showering together. 

Many movies play mental illness for laughs 
or even cuteness. Though it’s funny, “Sil- 
ver Linings Playbook” never laughs at the 
emotional state of its characters. Pat and Tif- 
fany’s interactions yield countless awkward 
moments, authentically demonstrating their 
uneasy balance between mind and mouth. 
Cooper’s much better than usual, while the 
always-great Lawrence is particularly fantas- 
tic. She'll definitely be Oscar-nominated for 
this performance and could win. 

“Silver Linings” also gets nice, subtle sup- 
porting work from Chris Tucker—really—as 
one of Pat’s friends from the institution, plus 
vivid turns from Jacki Weaver and Robert 
De Niro as Pat’s parents. Adapting Matthew 
Quick’s novel, Russell creates characters that 
are complicated and not always compatible. 
Though it’s more about the people than their 
specific conditions, the movie’s equally raw 
and entertaining—a deep, charming story 
about condescension, reciprocation and the 
challenge of loving yourself and others.

Bradley Cooper

Bradley Cooper may be best known for “The 
Hangover” comedy franchise, but the actor is 
gaining positive reviews for his role as a bipolar 
former teacher in “Silver Linings Playbook.” 

In the film, opening Friday, Cooper plays 
Pat Solitano, who has just been released from 
a mental institution and is trying to put his 
life back together. Cooper’s character moves 
back home with his parents, played by Rob- 
ert DeNiro and Jacki Weaver, with hopes of 
reconciling with his ex-wife. Things get com- 
plicated when an abrasive widow (Jennifer 
Lawrence) enters the picture. 

Directed by David O. Russell and based on 
a novel by Matthew Quick, “Silver Linings” 
won the People’s Choice Award at the Toron- 
to International Film Festival. 

Cooper, who is shooting a third installment 
of the “Hangover” films, spoke about “Silver 
Linings,” why it is unlike anything he has done 
and what he thinks of all the Oscar talk. 


The film deals with mental illness, yet there 
are a lot of laugh-out-loud moments. Was ita 
fine line straddling the two? 

Any traumatic event that’s happened in my 
life was riddled with comedic circumstances, 
from my father’s death [in 2011] and every- 
thing. Any great tragedy has a lot of humor 
in it. So it wasn’t that hard, really. If you play 
it real, comedy will come, especially if you’re 
playing extreme situations with an extreme 
character, but playing it real. 


You're primarily known for your work in 
comedies like “The Hangover” franchise and 
action films like “Limitless.” Is this role un- 
like anything you've portrayed before? 


On film, for sure. No question about it. This 
character has to go from A to Z in the emo- 
tional landscape, which is heaven for an ac- 
tor. I’ve never been able to do these kinds of 
things on film, so it was a huge opportunity. 


What kinds of things are you referring to? 
To play a character that’s telling the viewer 
the story—right there, that’s an honor to be 
able to take on that responsibility. Secondly, 
to play a character who is emotionally color- 
ful and dynamic. Pat Solitano has no filter, 
for example. To get under that skin, to play 
somebody who has a trigger and can create 
an emotional response outside the box, that’s 
very gratifying. Because you get to explore a 
lot of things in yourself with your imagina- 
tion ... that I don’t normally get to do. 


Do you feel typecast by Hollywood as a par- 
ticular type of actor that only does certain 
genres? 

I don’t feel that. I do theater so I’ve always 
felt fulfilled in the acting jobs I’ve gotten. But 
perhaps I was naive to the fact that maybe 
people did think I just do one thing. Since 
doing this movie, people are like, “Oh, he 
actually is an actor.” 


Your performance is making people stand 
up and take notice, and there has been some 
early Oscar buzz. Are you feeling that excite- 
ment around you? 

I don’t. What I feel is excitement and hope 
that people go out and see this film and love 
it. I really hope the movie lives. That’s all I 
think about. In terms of all that Oscar stuff, 
honestly that would be absolutely insane. I 
very much doubt that it would happen.

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Chris Tucker gets 
dramatic in ‘Silver 
Linings Playbook’

Anyone looking for the loud, boisterous ver- 
sion of Chris Tucker may be disappointed. 
Asked to tell a joke, Tucker’s delivery is so 
understated that I react late to the punchline, 
expecting something juicier than, “I went to 
a psychic and she wouldn’t give me a reading 
because she knew I wasn’t going to pay her.” 

Kinda funny, but still. 

Not seen on the big screen since 2007's 
“Rush Hour 3,” or in a non-“Rush Hour” 
movie since 1997’s “Jackie Brown,” Tucker 
talks about his supporting role in “Silver Lin- 
ings Playbook,” opening Friday, as if it’s no big 
deal. He’d been doing standup and reading 
hundreds of scripts. He liked this one. They 
let him do it without auditioning. Simple. 

“T think [people] will be surprised because 
they either forgot or they didn’t know that 
I could do dramatic parts or different parts 
from ‘Rush Hour,” he says at the Peninsula 
Hotel, calling himself “really picky” about 
choosing projects. “But some of my fans won't 
be surprised because they remember when I 
did ‘Dead Presidents,’ and they remember 
that I did a serious part in that movie. So 
some will discover a different side of me.” 

It fits with the 40-year-old comedian’s cur- 
rent modest persona and his subtle, dramatic 
work in the film. He plays Danny, a friend 
Pat (Bradley Cooper) meets in a psychiatric 
facility before Pat is released and begins a 
complicated friendship with Tiffany (Jennifer 
Lawrence). Danny’s anything but the brash 
loudmouth Tucker’s remembered as from the 
“Rush Hour” franchise. On that note: Tucker 
remains interested in a fourth “Rush Hour” 
film, but says a script has yet to be written. He

doesn’t think he’ll do another “Friday” movie, 
however, though a script exists for that. 

The born-again Christian has toned it 
down in a number of ways. While you can find 
plenty of Tucker’s profane standup material 
on YouTube, now he’s keeping it clean. “My 
[goal] was just to be better as a comedian,” he 
says. “And not just cuss. And I’m better as a 
comedian ... and being real vocal about that 
because I go deeper and I’m conscious of 
what I’m saying, instead of just saying it.” 

The Atlanta native (who lives in L.A.) notes 
that Chicago’s “a big comedy city for me,” 
having appeared here in 2006 and 2o11 at the

Arie Crown Theatre and the Regal Theater. 
Regarding how his standup has changed since 
turning 40, Tucker says, “It opens you up to 
a whole other world because you keep evolv- 
ing as a person. Most of my standup is about 
my life. [I] talk about growing up and then 
my son, being a father, thinking about getting 
married. There’s so much to talk about.” 

The comedian’s getting ready to do a stand- 
up comedy movie like Richard Pryor did, ten- 
tatively titled “he Return” and expected for 
release next year. Tucker also says he wants to 
take on more dramatic roles and produce un- 
seen African-American stories. He has plenty

of interesting credits behind him, though, 
including appearances in music videos with 
both Michael Jackson (“You Rock My World”) 
and Tupac Shakur (“California Love”). Unfor- 
tunately, Tucker says he never spent time with 
the two artists simultaneously, adding, “Tupac 
would have loved Michael.” 

Finally, regarding reports of owing millions 
in taxes, Tucker deflects a question about any 
pending legal situations. “No! No. No. I don’t 
think so. You heard something?”

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Authenticity isn’t 
pricey at Andy’s Thai

The knockout dishes 
were always those on the “secret” Thai menu, 
which was a separate sheet that you had 

to request from your server. At ATK, chef 
Aroonrasameruang does away with the dual 
menus and simply presents well-priced, bold 
Thai food (a BYOB policy sweetens the deal) 
with a bit more polish to the dining room. 


Main attraction 

Authenticity. Sure, Aroonrasameruang’s al- 
ways had obligatory pad Thai and dumplings 
on the menu, but risks are rewarded when 
ordering here. Tip-toe past your comfort 
zone with the sai krog isaan ($6.50), a funky, 
almost sour Thai-style pork and rice sausage 
with a richness that’s countered by a slightly 
acidic, fermented flavor. Thankfully, ATK’s 
retained the same crisp, fresh som tum Thai 
green papaya salad that he served at Tac, still 
in all its spicy, chili- and shrimp-flecked glory. 
At ATK, Aroonrasameruang also offers a 
version of the salad that I’d never seen at Tac. 
Called som tum tod ($10), the sliced green 
papaya is fried in a light and crunchy tempura 
batter that removes some of the fresh taste 
of the fruit but goes a long way in moderating 
the chilis’ heat. 


Best value 
Nothing beats a big bowl of noodles or rice 
in terms of bang for your buck. Kapi fried

rice ($9.50) sounds basic, but it’s served 
deconstructed, with the rice separate from 
the sweet pork and all the others mix-ins. 
It’s a great exercise for Asian food newbies, 
who can taste all the individual flavors of 
the dish before combining them. Proving 
that even the basics are memorable here, my 
Thai green curry ($10.50) packed a complex, 
gradual spiciness that wasn’t masked by the 
too-sweet, thick coconut taste that often 


plagues this dish. It’s served over a thin om- 
elet with a side of white rice, both of which 
act as an effective sponge for the sauce. Even 
ubiquitous chicken pad Thai seems new, 
thanks to fresh ingredients and a light hand 
in saucing the noodles. 


Tip 
Service was hit-or-miss during my meal. No 
one took our order for quite a while, but 


then our server cared enough to steer me 
away from a dish he thought wasn’t up to par 
that night. If you’re unsure whether you and 
your date could make conversation for long 
stretches of time while you wait, this might 
not be the best choice.

when nothing seems to go right, when at 
the end of the day, you just want— perhaps 
need—a drink. Maybe even a shot. That 
drink is the silver lining to the day, if you 
will. 

That’s the idea behind Silver Lining, this 
year’s one-off, single-batch offering from 
North Shore Distillery. Silver Lining is the 
Lake Bluff distillery’s take on a German 
krauter, or herbal liqueur. Each year the 
distillery produces about 900 bottles of 
a spirit that is unlike anything else on the 
market. 

You may think you’re not familiar with 
krauters, but odds are you have tried them 
in college. The most notable is Jagermeis- 
ter, which, despite being made from more 
than four dozen herbs, fruits, roots and 
spices, is most commonly associated with

a pint glass filled with Red Bull and then \ 
chugged. 

While Jagermeister is a staple of college 
parties, Silver Lining is not. “It is a grown- 
up version of Jagermeister,” says Sonja 
Kassebaum, the distillery’s co-founder. 
Silver Lining is a sweet, sophisticated 
liqueur with a backbone made from coffee 
roasted by Metropolitan Coffee and cocoa 
beans, along with at least 17 more herbs 
and botanicals. (Kassebaum won't disclose 
any more of the ingredients.) 

While Silver Lining is meant to be 
consumed as a shot, it also can add an 
interesting dimension to a cup of coffee, 
in place of sweet vermouth in a Manhattan 
or as a main component in a more complex 
cocktail. Alex Gara of Hot Chocolate, for 
instance, uses it in a cocktail called The 
Dude Abides with vodka, chocolate bitters 
and burnt honey-infused cream.

“It unlocks more interactivity and 
user interface in a seamless and accessible 
way.” 

For instance, when playing “Mass Effect 3” 
on the Nintendo console, players will be able 
to use the touch-screen to keep an eye on a 
minimap, or tap it to quickly issue commands 
to their squad or use their special powers. 

That new interface, along with the Wii U’s 
backwards compatibility to the Wii’s robust 


library, means that the system could poten- 
tially draw in a new audience while maintain- 
ing that broad Wii audience. 

“With the Wii U, Nintendo is still able 
to maintain their appeal because they have 
those accessibility options that brought in 
mom and grandpa and aunts and uncles to 
the experience,” Gibeau said.

She’s got the voice, now 
Aguilera looks for hits

Christina Aguilera has the vocal chops, 
the look, the strut and millions of new fans 
thanks to her stint as a judge on TV singing 
contest “The Voice.” 

But can she still sell records? 

The singer, who had global hits with “Genie 
in a Bottle” and the female empowerment 
ballad “Beautiful” more than 10 years ago, 
bids to reclaim her status as one of the 
world’s biggest pop stars with her new album, 
“Lotus,” released Tuesday. 

Aguilera, 31, says the title and the mixture 
of dance-pop, ballads and rock-tinged tracks 
reflect the hopes and disappointments 
of recent years that saw her 2010 tour for 
album “Bionic” canceled, a divorce and the 
box-office flop of her debut feature film, the 
musical “Burlesque.” 

“Lotus represents the unbreakable flower 
that stands the test of time. No matter the 
roughest of weather conditions, it remains 
strong and continues to thrive. [The album] 
is anod to my fans who have been here with 
me the whole journey, and a nod to myself,” 
she said. 

“It is a record of freedom and embracing 
that ... It is very artistic at times, it is very 
fun at times, it is very free. I think that’s how 
music and life should be, away from all the 
negativity,” the four-time Grammy winner 
said in an appearance at a Billboard Film and 
TV Music conference in L.A. last month. 

Aguilera performed one of the tracks— 
“Make the World Move”—with fellow judge 
Cee Lo Green on “The Voice” this week. 
But music industry experts say Aguilera’s 
popularity on “The Voice,” where her 
powerhouse performances leave aspiring pop 
stars in the dust, may not guarantee huge 
album sales and won't give the singer a No. 1 
hit. 

“I think ‘Lotus’ will certainly debut in the 
top 10 on the Billboard 200 album chart. But 
we don’t see it as being a blockbuster out of 
the gate,” said Keith Caulfield, associate 
director of charts at Billboard. “It is a long 
road to rebuilding Christina as a brand and 
as a musician, after the last album didn’t do 
very well. But it’s not always about first week 
sales.” 

Much like Jennifer Lopez on “American 
Idol,” Aguilera has seen her star rocket in her 
18 months on “The Voice.” Just a few months 
before the TV show made its debut in spring 
2o11, Aguilera was arrested for being drunk 
in public in West Hollywood, and her 2010 
album “Bionic” sold a disappointing 312,000 
copies. 

Her new album’s first single, “Your Body,”

failed to make a big impact when it was 
released in September. It peaked at No. 34 on 
the Billboard Hot roo chart and never really 
caught fire on the radio. 

Aguilera says she hopes to inspire a new 
generation of singers who were not around in 
1999 for her first big hit, “Genie in a Bottle.” 

“It’s so exciting for me to show them what 
I doas an artist,” she said. “I’ve been through 
a lot over the past few years, going through 
‘Burlesque,’ a divorce ... having a few setbacks 
... Stuff happens! This is the business. It’s not 
going to be all cute and pretty and tied up in 
a bow. 

‘All of that combined is in ‘Lotus.’ It 
embraces the woman that I’ve become, and 
embracing myself coming full circle as a pop 
star.”
